The  familiar  TV  tower  on  the  Woman's  College  campus  is  a 
landmark  throughout  the  city,  but  particularly  it  is  well 
known  to  the  college  student  who  views  the  massive  steel 
girders  on  frequent  walks  to  the  corner  or  from  any  point  on 
campus.  For  under  its  towering  structure  is  located  the  WC 
television  station  which  joins  stations  in  Chapel  Hill  and  Ra- 
leigh in  telecasting  programs  for  the  surrounding  areas. 

The  WUNC-TV  station  televises  science  and  math  pro- 
grams through  the  Ford  Educational  Series  for  eighth  and 
ninth  grade  junior  high  school  students.  Other  programs  in- 
clude the  new  thirty  minute  series  "Potpourri,"  televised  on 
Mondays,   Tuesdays,   Thursdays,   and   Fridays   featuring   Miss 


"Weather  Report"  in  productii 
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Ramona  Curtis.  A  Mental  Hygiene  and  Darkroom  series,  and 
a  "Do  You  Know"  program  are  also  telecasted  by  the  WC 
station. 

The  station  is  headed  by  Bill  Young  who  has  a  full  time 
staff  of  five  and  also  some  students  from  WC. 

WUNC-TV  has  also  sponsored  remote  programs  of  campus 
activities  of  general  interest  to  outsiders.  Such  on  the  spot 
telecasts  include  the  Founder's  Day  program,  the  official 
inauguration  of  Chancellor  Gordon  Blackwell,  and  the  Greens- 
boro Symphony. 

The  four-year-old  station  has  grown  in  popularity  over 
such  a  short  time  until  it  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  state 
television  network.
